LA F0LLETTFS INQUISITOR DECLARES 
NEW YORK A “CINCH” FOR BRYAN 


The feature oi the great speech de­ 
livered by Senator Robert M. La Fol­ 
lette at the republican political rally 
last night was the absence of the es­ 
sential elements of a political 
ad­ 
dress, the senator making good his 
opening declaration that he was not 
going to make a ‘‘campaign speech." 
“I haven t got one set 
of argu­ 
ments for I Sn*7 
and 
another for 
1908,” shouted the orator, and the 
audience cheered long and loud. 
The audience was the largest with 
two exceptions ever addressed by the 
senator in this state.. 
Fully 
5,00* 
people heard the add less, and 
not­ 
withstanding a drenching rain that 
trickled throueh the defective roof 
of the 
temporary 
auditorium, the 
people stayed to catch the senator s 
final word. many of them 
umbrellas over their heads for a solid 
hour, or sitting in a miserable drizzle 
to catch his every syllable. 
Not 
F:nce the outpourings to hear 
Bryan 
frere in 189(1. when the Commoner 
addressed the main audience 
and 
two overflow meetings, have so many 
people assembled to hear a public 
speaker, and never was greater en­ 
thusiasm shown. 
Bryan Sentiment Asserted. 
Early in his address Bryan enthus­ 
iasm a rn 4s.-»*rted itself to force La 
Follette to pay his resj»ects to the 
Nebraskan, which he did with earn­ 
est power, deviating from the regu­ 
lar order of his speech as delivered 
in other places to meet the condition 
raised by Bryan applause.

AUSTRIA AND PROVINCES DAVE

LONDON. Ort. 22.—W arfare be­ 
tween 120,000 Austrian troops and 
1,000 insurrectionists of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina has been In progress 
for IO days, according to a Monte- 
negrian agent arriving today, who 
is here investigating the exact course 
England will pursue regarding Ser- 
via aud Montenegro in the event they 
declare war against Austria.

is raging in the mountains of the 
annexed .provinces since 
Austria’s

The 
robbers dynamited 
the vauit and 
safe. escaping before citizens reached 
I the scene.

What is believed to be one of tho 
most important arrests that has oc­ 
curred here, or in this vicinity, for 
some time, was made yesterday when 
Sheriff Chris Burns arrested, at Ells­ 
worth. Wig., Miss Nellie Roach, alias 
Miss Daisy Lee, wanted here for al­ 
leged connection In the silk robberies 
on March 2, when John Thornbuty 
of the Park store, the Elliott tailor­ 
ing shop on Main street, Coren’s and 
other dry goods stores were robbed 
of silks valued at several hundreds 
of dollars. 
The shoplifting on March 21 was 
considered to be one of the smoothest 
and boldest robberies that was ever 
worked in I^a Crosse, and at 
that 
time the entire party, consisting of 
two women and a man, made good 
their escape. 
A man aud woman of middle age, 
accompanied by a younger girl, pos­ 
sibly 23 years of age, registered at 
the Hotel Stoddard on that day un­ 
der the name of H. Roach, wife and 
daughter Nellie. 
On Saturday afternoon on March 
21, when the stores in the business 
district were crowded with showier*, 
the trio entered the various dvA*art 
ment stores and tailoring establish­ 
ments and succeeded in getting awav 
with goods valued at considerably 
over $400. 
Game Wan Smooth. 
Roach would engage one of the 
clerks at the silk counters in differ 
ent stores in conversation over some 
trivial matter, and while this was go­ 
ing on the two women slipped the 
goods into long coats. 
After Roaih 
purchased an 
article, 
generally of 
value under a dollar, the trio would 
leave the store, return to the hotel 
and pack the goods. 
This game was 
worked on the majority of the dry 
gopds stores in 
the city 
and 
the 
losses were not discovered until late 
the night of the robbery, when the 
stores were being closed. 
The police succeeded in learning 
that the trio had put up it the Stod­ 
dard. hut upon their arrival 
there 
they discovered that the birds 
had 
flown. 
The room occupied by tnem 
was in confusion and scattered over 
the floor tfere papers in which tho 
silk had been wrapped. 
It Inter de­ 
veloped that the goods had 
been 
shipped by the I*. S. Express 
com­ 
pany to St. Paul and that tho party 
had purchased tickets for that place. 
Ry getting into communication with 
the St. Paul authorities p an of the 
goods were recovered, but all efforts 
to locate the shoplifters wet** fruit­ 
less. and after a few- more ineffectual 
efforts the hunt was abandoned. 
The Goods Stolen. 
A partial list of the goods stolen 
here is as follows: 
Thomas Hermann, cloth, valued at 
$40. 
A. C. Munson, tailoring establish­ 
ment. cloth, valued at $12. 
John Thornburg-, Park atore, s’lks, 
valued at $400. 
Sherman cloak department. Park 
store, cloaks valued at $27.50, $25 
and $20. 
Arrest at Ellsworth. 
Recently three shoplifters were ar­ 
rested in Ellsworth. Wis., a f t e r try­ 
ing to work the same game there, and 
from information received by the lo­ 
cal police their descriptions tallied 
with those of the three who visit* d 
La Crosse in the spring. 
Sheriff Chris Burns was dispatched 
to the scene, but arrived .lust too tate 
to secure all of them. 
He succeeded 
in “ nabbing” the young girl. 
After 
their preliminary hearing at 
Ells­ 
worth they were release! on $500 
bail, and the man and woman left 
on an early train but the young wo­ 
man was delayed. 
She was taken in­ 
to custody and brought to this city, 
and will be arraigned on the charge 
of larceny made against lier at 
the 
time of the robberies here. 
When questioned she gave 
her 
name as Miss Daisy Lee, but on all 
other points 
remained 
discreetly 
“ mum." 
The arrest is considered of great 
importance by the local police, inas­ 
much as it may lead to the locating 
and breaking up of a gang of the 
most clever and best organized shop­ 
lifters in the northwest. 
St. Paul is 
the headquarters of the organization 
and all work is done out of 
that 
city. 
The preliminary hearing will 
probably be held at 4 o’clock this 
afternoon.

the savings of the professional and 
laboring people which will provide 
for them in their old age or in case 
of sickness or distress. 
The deposi­ 
tors are the industrious and the fru­ 
gal. who, often, by 
denying them ­ 
selves sometimes the com foits and 
oftener the necessities of lif^ have 
saved a few dollars to protect them ­ 
selves. 
“ The United 
States 
government 
will not deposit even with national 
bank a single dollar until it is first 
protected and secured by the bank 
in its deposit. 
This is also true when 
the state or a city deposits its funds. 
In addition in cases of failure the 
deposits of the United States and of 
the states and municipalities are giv­ 
en preference under the law over the 
ordinary or individual depositor; that 
is, the payment of such dei»osit8 is 
made a first lien upon the assets of 
the bank.
